Arms For Egypt 


AVING come to an agrec- 

ment with the Egyptians 
on the evacuation of ‘the 
Suez Canal buse, Britain 
has taken what appears to 
be the next lvgical step 
towards repairing the 
badly-frayed relations —be- 
tween the two countrics. 
It has decided to lft the 
embargo on the pale ot 
arms to Egypt on condition 
that they are not used for 
“aggressive purposes”. Thin 
may be considered very 
good for Anglo-Egyptian 
relations for it will be in- 
terpreted as on further 
demonstration of confidence 
by the British in the young 
military Government headed 
by Colonel Abdel Nasser. 
It is to be hoped this con- 
fidence is well-founded, 
Nasser and hia Government 
may be truated to abide 
by their word. But what 
about the Moslem Brother- 
hood, whose leaders were 
recently released from 
prison and are now once 
again on the warpath? A 
Brotherhood leader recently 
called a Calro Mosque 
congregation to oppose the 
Government with violence. 
It wos only an isolated 
case but since the Brother- 
hood is violently opposed 
to the recently = signed 
agreement for the evacua- 
tion of the Suez Base, it is 
very probable that their 
members have been actively 
inciting trouble in other 
parts of tho country. This 
fanatical organisation 
wants the immediate evacua- 
tion of all foreign troops 
from Egypt with the 
guarnntee that they will 
never roturn, The Brother- 
hood claims it is concorned 
only with religious matters 
but the’ Suez agreement 
falls into this category 
because “it affects the lives

EXPOSED 


After NATO, Greek 
And Balkan Secrets 


Athens, Sept. 3. 
Field Marshal Alexander 
Papagos, the Greek Prime

The danger is that 
in the event of another 
coup in Egypt, reactionary 
elements would have no 
scruples in using British- 
made arms to wage war 
against their hated enemy, 
Isrncl. That would be a 
religious matter, too, since 
most Egyptians agree that 
Israclis present o porman- 
ent threat to the safety of 
the Moslem states. It 
was therefore not surpris- 
tng that the Isracli Pre- 
mier, Moshe Sharctt pro- 
tested against the British 
action so violently this 
week.

QUIETENED HER 

Court officials quictened Mra 
Wheeler, who was accompanied 
by her son Tristan, her frst 
marriage to the late Mr Horace 
ue Vere Cole, brother-in-law of 
wartime Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain.

She was 
unable to find the door key so 
they both climbed through a 
window, which they forced with 
a clothes prop, 

He left agaln by the window 
and went back to the tavern, 
returning to the cottage with 
two bottics of stout. 

His hands trembled as he 
told the police prosecutor, Mr 
Willlam Lewis, that a gun was 
fired aos he was climbing in 
through the dow ogain, 

“YF think something went by,’’ 
he said, “It did not touch me. 
I think I sald something like, 
‘darling, put that gun down,’ I 
suddenly feared something. .

“Almost instantaneously there 
was another bang. I got the

the World Federation for. 


Mental Health last week 
agreed on at least one thing: 
It’s time the psychiatrists 
moved out into the com- 
munity. 


The right time to “cure” 
a mental crack-up is before 
it hapens—and the answer 
is “social psychiatry.” By 
“social psychiatry” the 
doctors mean: some attempt 
not only to catch mental 
disturbances in their early 
phases but also to discover 
the general causes and to do 
something about them. 

Both of those things are 
tall orders; perhaps they 
are dangerous orders, too. 
Anyhow, YOU ought to 
know something about the 
idea. : 


Take the first. All of us 
are agreed that the man who 
js suffering from a serious 
mental illness is in need 
of treatment. Too often — 
though by no means always 
—he lives in a world of 
stark horror, pursued by 
nameless terrors, surrounded 
by hideous delusions, subject 
to recurrent moods of in- 
describably deep depression. 


DANGEROUS 


At times, such people are 
dangerous. Tho schizophrenic, 
in a desparate effort to. escape 
hig horrors, may lish out with 
deadly intent ot anyone near 
by. Other types of oufferers 
can be as much of a menace. 

But what about the man who 
merely shows "carly symptoms?” 
Someone once said—and_ prob- 
ably quite rightly — that If 
Charles Darwin had been taken 
to a child guldnnce ,ciinic he 
would never have written tho 
“Origin of Species.” 

At any rate, it 4s probably 
true that a preponderance of the 
world's geniusea have . been 
abnormal to some degree or 
other — and abnormal in the 
sense that would quite probably 
attract the attention of today's 
psychiatrists. 

Who, after all, fs normal? 

We aly know that tie ,ad- 
vanced schizophrenic is  ab- 
normal. But that is becauso he 
deviates so widely from .the 
rest of us that -he is quite un- 
able to adjust himself to our 
world. His split mind is obvious 


to everyone and, what {is‘more, -

OST childhood convul- 
sions, when caused by 
_ féver or infection are inno- 
cent symptoms, similar to 
adult chills. They do not 
necessarily forecast epilepsy 
in later life. Two to three 
percent of all children have 
one or more fever convul- 
sions in their first few years 
of life, 


A fever in itself wilt not 
cause a convulsion. An ac- 
companying infettion.usual- 
ly muat be present with the 
fever in order to cause the 
fit. * It can occiir many 
times when the temperature 
ia not high, as long ad’the 
infection is present... Some- 
times it followa-a mild cold 
or infection.
